Data were obtained from large 
national employers and student placement offices at 
universities.

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INTRODUCTION 


This report is concerned with a number of issues in- 
volved in the recruiting of new university graduates. 
It is comprised of four parts, the first presenting tabu- 
lations on requirements and starting salary rates for 
new university graduates from data provided by em- 
ployers of such graduates. It includes tables and 
explanatory narrative by faculty, discipline of study, 
industrial sectors, and deciles and quartiles. 

The second part deals with salary data produced 
by Canada Manpower Centres on campus. These 
data relate to the employment of graduating students 
as reported by students themselves and by employers. 
The information in this section is presented by dis- 


cipline of study, with the universities grouped by 
region. 

The third part of the report summarizes employer 
recruiting activities on campus during the 1969-70 
and 1970-71 academic years. 

The fourth part gives a brief report on the “Summer 
Employment Survey of Post-Secondary Students” 
which was conducted in 1970. 

Appendix | lists in alphabetical order the partici- 
pating employers, Appendix II lists the participating 
Student Placement Offices, and Appendix Ill con- 
tains samples of the questionnaires used in the 
survey. 


SOURCES AND METHODS 


(i) SURVEY OF EMPLOYERS 
This year the survey covered 766 employers across 
Canada of whom 550, or 72 per cent, replied. The 
employers surveyed include those who participated 
in past years, those who are listed in the 1970-71 
edition of the Department’s ‘‘Directory of Employers”, 
and others who indicated an interest in participating. 
This report classifies employers into major indus- 
trial categories according to the type of activity or 
business in which they are engaged. There are two 
main reasons for this. First, it gives some indication 
of the extent to which different sectors of the econo- 
my employ different proportions of the total number 
of graduates who enter the labour force each year. 
Secondly, it provides evidence of the variation in 
salaries offered by employers in different industrial 
sectors. For example, a graduate with a pass Bach- 
elor’s degree in Science can expect to receive an 
average monthly salary rate of $679 in 1971 from a 
firm in the Mining and Fuels sector, while he would 
receive an average of only $542 in the Finance and 
Insurance sector.

It should be noted that employers have been re- 
quested to report average monthly starting rates, and 
many employers pay different rates according to a 
graduate’s experience or special qualifications. This 
report utilizes the rate the employer reported he 
would pay, on the average, for a recent university 
graduate. 

The distribution by industry of the employers in 
the survey and their rates of response are presented 
in the table which follows. In this table, a number of 
employer categories have been separated from the 
major industrial groupings where such categories 
display special characteristics. In one instance, that 
of Chartered Accounting firms, their activities and 
salary pattern are particularly unique, so that they 
are separated from the major ‘service’ employer 
grouping. Both the Mining and Fuels and Manufac- 
turing sectors are divided into sub-categories which 
exhibit special hiring patterns and salary rates.

(iii) DEFINITIONS 
The definitions below explain the various calculations 
made in the production of this report: 

Mean Rate—This is also referred to as the 
weighted average. It is obtained by multiplying the 
number of graduates required at each salary rate by 
that salary rate and dividing the sum of the products 
by the total number of graduates required. 

First Decile Rate (D1)—\f the salary rates are 
ranked in descending order, the first decile is the 
rate above which 90 per cent, and below which 10 
per cent, of the total observations fall. 

First Quartile Rate (Q1)—If the salary rates are 
arranged in descending order, the first quartile is the 
rate above which 75 per cent, and below which 25

per cent, of the total observations fall. 

Median Rate — If the salary rates are arranged in 
descending order, the median salary rate is the rate 
above and below which 50 per cent of the total ob- 
servations fall. 

Third Quartile Rate (Q3)—Ilf the salary rates are 
arranged in descending order, the third quartile is 
the salary rate above which 25 per cent, and below 
which 75 per cent, of the total observations fall. 

Ninth Decile Rate (D9)—If the salary rates are 
arranged in descending order, the ninth decile is the 
salary rate above which 10 per cent, and below which 
90 per cent, of the total observations fall. 

The Mode Rate—The salary rate at which the 
greatest number of graduates are required. 


PART ONE 


REQUIREMENTS 

A) BY LEVEL AND FIELD OF STUDY (Tables | to V) 
The overall demand for graduates with a Pass Bach- 
elor degree declined by 28 per cent between 1970 
and 1971 while for Honours graduates the decline 
was 20 per cent. The largest decline for Bachelors 
was 44 per cent among Science graduates, followed 
by 35 per cent for Arts graduates, 29 per cent for 
Commerce and Business Administration, and 21 per 
cent for Engineering. At the Honours level, graduates 
in Commerce and Business Administration recorded 
a slight increase of just under four per cent, while 
the demand for graduates in Arts and Science de- 
clined by 44 and 33 per cent respectively. 

At the Master’s and Doctoral levels, the declines 
were about eight per cent and 31 per cent respective- 
ly. Graduates with a Master’s degree in Professional 
and other disciplines experienced an increase in de- 
mand of about 36 per cent, while those in Engineer- 
ing and Commerce and Business Administration 
reported decreases of 55 and 31 per cent respec- 
tively. The decline in demand for Ph.D.s was general 
for all faculties and ranged from 27 per cent for 
graduates in Arts, 28 per cent for graduates in 
Engineering, and 31 per cent for Science graduates. 
Total demand for all other disciplines declined by 
42 per cent. 


B) BY INDUSTRY (Tables VI to XIll) 

Generally, all industrial sectors reported a decrease 
in requirements in nearly all disciplines and at nearly 
all levels of study. Some of the exceptions worthy of 
mention include the Mining and Fuels sector which 
reported only one increase and that a very small one, 
for graduates in Commerce and Business Administra- 
tion at the Master’s level, Public Utilities with a 38 
per cent increase for Engineering Bachelor’s gradu- 
ates, the Retail and Wholesale Trade sector where 
requirements rose from 30 in 1970 to 110 in 1971 for 
Commerce graduates at the Bachelor’s level, and 
the Government sector which reported varying in- 
creases for holders of a Master’s degree in Arts, 
Science, and Engineering. 

The more noticeable decreases in requirements 
between 1970 and 1971 were reported by the Educa- 
tion sector with 85 per cent for Honours Arts gradu- 
ates, Mining and Fuels with 82 per cent for Engineer- 
ing graduates with a Master’s degree, Transportation 
and Communication with 77 per cent for Pass Arts 
graduates, and Manufacturing with 64 and 60 per 
cent decreases for Pass Arts and Pass Science 
graduates respectively. 


SALARIES 

A) BY LEVEL AND FIELD OF STUDY (Tables | to V) 
Average salaries for graduates at the Bachelor’s 
level increased by 4.3 per cent between 1970 and 
1971, varying from 5.2 per cent for Arts graduates to 


3.1 per cent for Commerce and Business Administra- 
tion graduates. 

At the Master’s level, the average increase was 
less than two per cent, ranging from 1.6 per cent for 
Arts graduates to 4.8 per cent for graduates in Engi- 
neering. Ph.D.s (without post-doctoral work) recorded 
an average increase of less than one per cent. By 
discipline, this ranged from little or no change for 
Arts graduates to just over three per cent for Engi- 
neering graduates. 


B) BY INDUSTRY (Tables VI to XIII) 

The Mining and Fuels industrial sector reported fairly 
constant average increases between 1970 and 1971 
for all disciplines at the Bachelor level; 5.1 per cent 
for Arts graduates; seven per cent for Science 
graduates; 4.5 and 6.1 per cent respectively for Com- 
merce and Engineering graduates. 

In the Manufacturing sector, average salary in- 
creases varied from less than one per cent for Bach- 
elor’s graduates in Commerce and Business Adminis- 
tration to 6.3 per cent for graduates in the Sciences. 
Honours graduates had the highest reported per- 
centage increase at 4.9 for Engineering and the 
lowest at 2.6 for Arts. 

Transportation and Communications employers re- 
ported an increase of 9.6 per cent for Bachelors of 
Arts, no change for Bachelor’s graduates in Science, 
and an average of three per cent for graduates in 
Commerce and in Engineering. 

In Wholesale and Retail Trade, starting salaries 
for Arts and Commerce graduates at the Bachelor’s 
level showed an average increase of about five per 
cent: 

Finance and Insurance employers reported pro- 
gressively higher rates of increase with higher levels 
of study. For Arts graduates the percentage increases 
were 4.8, 6.4, and 26 respectively for Pass Bachelor, 
Honours, and Master’s graduates. Pass Bachelor’s 
and Honours graduates in Science received 6.3 and 
7.5 per cent respectively. In Commerce and Business 
Administration the respective percentage increases 
were 3.0, 4.9, and 8.3. 

Educational institutions offered increases of 3.4 
and 5.1 per cent for Bachelor graduates in Arts and 
Sciences respectively. By contrast, Arts graduates 
with a Master degree received 3.7 per cent less and 
holders of a Doctorate 2.1 per cent less. There was 
no change in the salary offered to graduates with a 
Master’s degree in Commerce and Business Admin- 
istration. 

Chartered Accounting firms offered less than two 
per cent more in 1970 than in 1971 for Arts and 
Science graduates at the Bachelor’s level and 4.5 
per cent more to graduates in Commerce. By con- 
trast, Bachelor's graduates in Engineering received 
4.6 per cent less in 1971 than in 1970.

MEAN, MEDIAN, DECILE, AND QUARTILE 
RATES OF PAY 
Tables XIV to XIX present the range of salaries paid 
to new graduates by employers responding to the 
survey. It will be noted that there is a significant 
spread in average starting salaries for those graduat- 
ing from the same faculty at all levels off study. 

At the Bachelor’s level in 1971, the spread between 
the first and ninth deciles ranges from a high of 29 
per cent for Science graduates to a low of eight per 


cent. Doctora! degree holders in Arts show an aver- 
age spread of around 25 per cent; for Science, under 
six per cent, and for Engineering, about 15 per cent.

STUDENT PLACEMENT OFFICE REPORTS 

Tables XXII to XXVIII present data from Canada Man- 
power Centres at universities on a regional basis. 
There is no consistant pattern of ‘‘Salary rates differ- 
ences’”’ in these seven tables. For instance for pass 
Bachelor degrees, Quebec and the Pacific regions 
provide the largest number of higher salary rates. 
For honours Bachelor degrees and Master’s degrees 
in Arts, Science and Commerce, the Ontario region 
dominates, while higher salary rates for Bachelor of 
Engineering degrees prevail in the Prairie region. It 
should be noted however, that in the overall totals 
Ontario and Quebec provide the majority of higher 


salary rates followed by the Prairies and the Atlantic 
and the Pacific regions. 

Regional differences in salary rates may be caused 
by several factors. It must be remembered that many 
of the hirings reported here may not be represented 
in the survey of employers. It is also possible that 
differences are partially due to variations in the in- 
dustrial patterns of the regions and thus are only 
another means of presenting rates by industrial 
sectors. However it could also be assumed that varia- 
tions actually reflect differences in regional rates of 
pay.

The Data on summer employment were gathered by 
a survey of post-secondary student summer employ- 
ment carried out in the Fall of 1969 and 1970 by the 
Department of Manpower and Immigration. The sum- 
mer employment questionnaire was completed by 
about 17,000 students selected randomly from a rep- 
resentative sample of post-secondary institutions

UNIVERSITY STUDENT SUMMER EMPLOYMENT,

1. PROPORTION OF STUDENTS SEEKING WORK 

A large proportion of university students seek work 
during the summer. Table XXXII shows that 90 per 
cent of university students entered the labour market 
in the summer of 1970. This compares to 90 per cent 
of community college students in 1970, and 88 per 
cent of all post-secondary (university and community 
college) students in 1969.

University males earned most in professional and 
technical occupations ($1895) they earned least in 
labour (agricultural) ($835).

10. RELATION OF SUMMER WORK TO 

FIELD OF STUDY 

Thirty-one per cent of students across Canada who 
were employed during the summer of 1970 felt that 
their work was related (15 per cent) or partly related 
(16 per cent) to the field of study in which they were 
engaged during the 1969-70 academic year. Only very 
slight differences were recorded between males and 
females. 

Twenty-nine per cent of students in Canada 
thought their main summer job was related or partly 
related to their field of study and showed interest in 
permanent employment with their principal employer 
of the summer of 1970. Thirty-four per cent of them 
were very interested in permanent employment with 
their principal employer, while 38 per cent were fairly 
interested. Among students whose work was related 
or partly related to their field of study, males were 
more likely to be interested in permanent jobs with 


their principal employer than were females. 

Students in some study programs were more likely 
to find work related to their field of study than stu- 
dents in other study programs. Study programs in 
which more than 50 per cent of students believed 
their Summer work to be related or partly related to 
their studies included Agriculture and Forestry (79 
per cent), Engineering (62 per cent), Pharmacy (66 
per cent) and Medicine (61 per cent). Aside from 
Pharmacy, female students in these programs were 
less likely to find summer work relating to their field 
of study than males in the same program. In other 
study programs, however, they were more likely to 
do so than males. 

Fourty per cent of male students enrolled in Com- 
merce or Business Administration programs during 
the 1969-70 academic year found jobs related or 
partly related to their field of study. A larger propor- 
tion (62 per cent) of female students in Commerce 
or Business Administration programs were employed 
in Summer jobs relating to their field of study. 

Thirty per cent or less of male and female students 
enrolled in Arts (20 per cent), Social Sciences (28 
per cent), Dentistry (24 per cent) and Law (30 per 
cent) in 1969-70, found work related or partly related 
to their field of study during the summer of 1970. 
Generally, however, a larger proportion of females 
than males in these programs found work related to 
their field of study.
